DDA presentation draws mixed response

After more than a year of research, brain- 
storming, bi-monthly meetings and discus- 
sion, the East Jordan Downtown Develop- 
ment Authority board of directors presented 
the city council with a plan for the future of 
commercial East Jordan. 

The DDA action plan was presented to 
council Feb. 7 as a required step toward 
establishing a funding source, in accor- 


dance with the Michigan statute governing 
DDAs. Richard Joseph, 1994 chairman of 
the DDA board, explained that members 
tried to present a broad-based plan, not 
specifics. 

“We expect much discussion and revi- 
sion in the plan,” he told council and a large 
audience attending the meeting at the Civic 
Center. Joseph noted an infrastructure sur- 
vey and an updated survey of DDA prop- 
erty SEVs still need to be completed. In the 
meantime the board hopes to pursue financ- 


ing for the project. 

‘The action plan is divided into three parts 
~ streetscape, waterfront and the M-66/M- 
32 corridors. Guidelines for improvement 
are provided for each of the areas. 

Some improvements are defined as first 
priority because of outside forces. For ex- 
ample, the county will be repaving Main 
Street some time in the next two years, so 
the DDA wants to have a design layout in 
place and infrastructure repairs completed 


prior to the work. 

“It doesn’t make sense to build fancy 
sidewalks and then dig them up for new 
sewer lines,” said Joseph. The DDA also 
hopes to accomplish the burial of all utility 
lines along main thoroughfares before other 
work. 

Another early priority of the board is to 
hire a consultant who can help develop 
more specific recommendations.

Proposed city charter 


A charter for the future 


The proposed city charter includes many changes, some minimal and some 
radical. Following are some details of those changes. 
The present system: 
© Mayor elected annually at large; has one vote on council; serves as 
representative of the city 
© Three wards elect two council members each for 2-year terms 
© Seven-member council (including the mayor) administers all departments; 
oversees policies and ordinances 
© Each city resident has two representatives on council 
The proposed system: 
© Mayor elected annually from within council membership by 
council members at the first organizational meeting after general 
elections; has one vote on council; has no authority to sign binding 
contracts; serves as representative of the city 
& All city voters elect seven council members for 4-year terms 
© Seven member council oversees policies, ordinances and city 
manager 
© City Manager administrates all departments; executes policy 
directions of council; keeps council advised 
© Each city resident has seven representatives on council 
The transition: 
© The present mayoral term ends January, 1996, with November, 
1995 election of mayor eliminated. Instead a fourth council mem- 
ber will be elected. 
© The three council members elected in November, 1993 face re-election in 
November, 1995. The present terms end Jan. 1, 1996. 
© The three council members elected in November, 1994 face re-election in 
November, 1996. The present terms end Jan. 1,1997. 
© The three council members elected in November, 1996 will have a one tlme 
only 5-year term, and face re-election in November, 2001.

In April, 1993, the East Jordan City Coun- 
cil adopted a resolution to seek a new char- 
ter for the city. In November that same year

council learned the time was right, as voters 
approved the idea and elected a nine-mem- 
ber charter commission to do the job. 

The commission, led by chairman Tom 
Sheridan, delved into the task, meeting 
weekly through most of the 16 months 
since then. Through study of the present 
charter and related literature, research of 
other city charters, and advise from the 
Michigan Municipal League as well as a 
legal consultant, the group developed the 
document they will ask voters to approve 
on Mon.,, April 24. 

In a presentation to council Feb. 7, 
Sheridan and other commission members 
outlined the major changes the document 
will incorporate. The proposed city man- 
ager form of goverment will eliminate 
what the commission views as a major flaw 
of the present system — the lack of clear-cut 
lines of authority.

Michigan, only two other communities still 
have governments similar to East Jordan’s 
present structure. 

“The city administrator will be the ‘prob- 
lem filter’” said Sheridan. ‘And council 
will have time for policy-making.” 

While the proposed charter broadly stipu- 
lates the responsibilities of the administra- 
tor position, the council will have flexibil- 
ity in the supervision of the administrator 
and will make all decisions defining con- 
tractual arrangements. 

Although Sheridan admitted that some 
people may perceive the manager-style 
government to be more expensive, long- 
range savings because of more efficient 
operation of the city, as well as grant- 
writing expertise may actually save costs. 

Action plans are already in place if the 
election is successful. A schedule has been 
devised for rotating council seats during the 
transition (see box on front). City clerk 
Kathy O’ Rear said nominating petitions for 
four council seats will be available the day 
after the charter election, if it succeeds. 

A one time five-year council term was 
built in because the commission felt the city 
would be best served with a relatively con- 
sistent council during transition years. 

“The council will be required to re-write 
large amounts of ordinances (to come into 
compliance with the new charter),” ex- 
plained Sheridan. “We want to give them 
time.” The charter commission will lead 
work sessions with the council to explain 
the details of the new system. 

The new charter features a fail-safe mea- 


sure that will relieve future city govern- 
ments from the problems of working with 
an out-dated document — the requirement 
for a 10-year review process. Every decade, 
beginning in 2006, the council will be obli- 
gated to appoint a charter review commit- 
tee. 

If the charter fails, Sheridan said the 
commission will try again. A three-year 
commitment of members to the commis- 
sion does not end until 1997. 

But Sheridan obviously hopes the charter 
will pass. He emphasized commission mem- 
bers are open to all comments and feedback 
and are available to speak to groups and 
organizations to answer questions or con- 
cems. 

Copies of the proposed charter are now 
available at City Hall. The entire document 
will be published in the East Jordan Jour- 
nal in the weeks preceding a public hearing, 
to be scheduled as soon as the document is 
approved by the governor’s office.

“We especially want to hear from Michi- 
gan sportsmen and women on whether they 
think hunting deer over bait should con- 
tinue as it exists today, whether some re- 
strictions or limitations should be imposed, 
or whether the practice should be elimi- 
nated,” said DNR Director Roland Harmes. 

The forums won’t be limited to the bait- 
ing issue, however, Harmes emphasized. 
“Citizens may discuss any aspects of deer 
hunting,” he said. 

All meetings will run from 3-5 p.m., and 
6-10 p.m. Those attending the forums will 
be asked to fill out a card expressing their 
opinion on whether baiting should be left as 
is, limited or eliminated. Anyone wishing

to verbally express their opinions can do so 
for between three and five minutes, de- 
pending on the number of people desiring 
to speak.

No decision will be made on the baiting 
issue until all public meetings have con- 
cluded. Should any changes be made in 
current regulations, the effective date would 
be no sooner than the 1996 deer hunting 
season. 

“Those of us who enjoy deer hunting 
need to listen to each other and, together, 
determine appropriate actions to address 
some controversial issues facing us,” said 
Harmes. “That’s what these meetings are 
all about.”

Bus vandalism may become 
felony under new legislation 


Individuals creating a 
safety hazard by damaging 
or destroying a school bus 
would face felony penalties 
under legislation approved 
Feb. 7 by the Michigan 
House. 

“Such vandalism endan- 
gers lives and cannot be tol- 
erated,” said state Rep. 
Allen Lowe, R-Grayling, 
sponsor of the bill. “Tam- 
pering can cause tragedies 
and leave school districts 
with costly repairs and in- 
terruptions in service.” 

Under House Bill 4155, 
anyone convicted could face 
a maximum of five years in 
prison and a $5,000 fine. 

The legislation is sup- 
ported by Michigan law en- 
forcement officials. “En- 
dangering the life of a child 
is a despicable act, and this 
bill would appropriately cre- 
ate felony status for such a 
crime,” said Rick L. Boyd, 
executive director of the 
Michigan Sheriffs Associa- 
tion. 

David R. Sabin, assistant 
prosecuting attorney for 
Crawford County, urged 
Lowe to introduce the bill 
after an incident at Gray- 
ling High School in Novem- 
ber, 1993. Two Grayling

High students were con- 
victed in January, 1994, of 
damaging the brake lines 
and flattening the tires of 10 
vehicles in the Crawford- 
AuSable Schools bus ga- 
rage. The episode closed 
classes for a day and re- 
sulted in more than $2,500 
in damages. Sabin said the 
young men were expelled 
from school and ordered to 
perform 250 hours of com- 
munity service while oncir- 
cuit court probation. 

“The legislation provides 
the public, through its law 
enforcement agencies, a 
much more realistic te- 
sponse to the problem,” 
Sabin said. “Certainly the 
potential catastrophe of a 
vandalized school bus war- 
rants the same type of sanc- 
tions as that of a crime be- 
ing committed with a fire- 

Lowe, a member of the 
House Judiciary and Civil 
Rights Committee, agrees 
with Sabin that the law 
should be changed to re- 
flect the possible harm of 
such action. 

“I hope this legislation 
will raise awareness and 
result in more appropriate 
penalties. While there were 


no fatalities in the Grayling 
case, it serves as a warn- 
ing,” he said. 

“Tt’s crucial that we deter 
others from this deplorable 
conduct. Considering the 
consequences of bus tam- 
pering, we must send ames- 
sage that such behavior is 
unacceptable and violators 
will be dealt with harshly.” 

The bill goes to the Sen- 
ate for further consideration.

Dairy farmers may apply 
for refund program 


Dairy farmers in 1994 who did not exceed their 
1993 milk marketing levels may be due a refund of the 
reduction in their milk sales proceeds. 

Requests for funds must be made in county Con- 
solidated Farm Service Agency (CFSA) offices across 
Michigan before March 15, 1995. 

The reduced purchase prices for milk were initiated 
in the 1990 Food Security Act, and were intended to 
reduce the overall supply of milk in the marketplace. 

Producers who do reduce their sales of milk in any 
calendar year, as compared to the previous year are 
due arefund of the difference between the lower sales 
price and what they actually could have received.

Farm policy options to be discussed 


Michigan led all states in the Great Lakes region in 
farmland loss from 1954 to 1992. During that time 6.4 
million acres have been lost. At present about 10 acres 
of farmland are being converted to non-ag uses every 
hour in Michigan. 

The Grand Traverse region was singled out as a 
special area of emphasis in the recently-released 
Farmland and Agriculture Development Task Force 
report to Governor Engler. The report noted that 
Antrim and Benzie counties experienced a 17-and 20- 
percent reduction respectively in cropland from 1982 
to 1992 is among the biggest percentage losses in the 
State. 

The task force report was released in December, 
and notes several policy recommendations and op- 
tions for the public to slow the trend of ag land 
conversion. 

“These recommendations were guided by two cor- 
nerstone principles — protecting private property rights 
and protecting agricultural land,” noted Senator Bill 
Schuette, Task Force Chairman. 

Governor Engler noted that there is a need to take 
aggressive action to protect the state’s agricultural 
land base ad its $37 billion annual contribution to the 
state’s economy. 

Among the recommendations: 

@ Voluntarily establish Agricultural Security Ar- 
eas at the township level, and provide incentives for 
landowners to keep their land in production, while 
also strengthening Michigan’s Right-to-Farm Act. 

W@ Base property taxation on farmland on its agri- 
cultural use, rather than development use or potential 
for development.

@ Amend the Subdivision Control Act, to prevent 
the creation of small acreage lots that waste produc- 
tive farmland. 

These and other suggestions are the subject of a 
meeting scheduled for Fri., Feb. 17, at Oleson Center, 
Northwestern Michigan College, from 9 a.m. to noon. 

Task force coordinator, Dr. David Skjaerlund, prin- 
ciple author of the report, will present the task force 
findings and recommendations. 

Other speakers are Senator George A. McManus, 
Jr., and Don Nugent, Benzie County fruit grower, 
processor, and member of the task force. Tim 
Dolehanty, President of the Michigan Society of 
Planning Officials and Leelanau County Planner, will 
present information from the MSPO’s Trend Future 
project.

Tulsa Eggs 
1 1/2 lb. pork steak, trimmed — 1 tsp. vegetable oil 
1 medium potato, peeled and cubed 
1 medium onion, chopped — 1 clove garlic, minced 
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1/2 medium-size green pepper, cut into strips 

1 (10 oz.) can tomatoes with green chilies, chopped 
1 beef-flavored bouillon cube 

1/2 tsp. ground cumin — 1/4 tsp. red pepper 

1/4 tsp. black pepper — 1/4 tsp. salt 

4 eggs — 1/2 c. (2 02.) shredded Cheddar cheese 

4 crisp corn tortillas — Parsley 

Sliced tomatoes (optional — but suggested) 


Cut pork steak into 1/2-inch cubes. Heat oil in a large 
skillet; saute pork over medium heat about 1 minute. Add 
potatoes, onion, garlic and green pepper; cook 3 to 4 
minutes. Add tomatoes, bouillon, cumin, red pepper, black 


pepper and salt; stir well. 

Cover and cook over low heat 30 minutes or until potatoes 
are tender, stirring occasionally. 

Make four indentations with a big spoon in cooked mix- 
ture; break an egg into each. Bake, uncovered at 350° for 
10 to 12 minutes, depending on how you like your eggs 
cooked. 

Remove from oven and sprinkle Cheddar cheese over 
mixture, (we actually like to use a combo of Cheddar and 
Mozzarella. Cover and let stand 5 minutes. 

Heat tortillas according to package directions. Spoon egg 
mixture over hot tortillas. Garnish with parsley. Serve with 
sliced tomatoes if desired.

The Body Farm 


By Patricia Cornwell 

The writer of this book is a pathologist, as is her 
main character Dr. Kay Scarpetta. The story begins 
with a missing 11-year-old girl named Emily. 

There are some points in the abduction of Emily, 
her death, and the condition of her body which seem 
to indicate the involvement of a known “‘serial killer”. 
Scarpetta is joined by the FBI and a policeman friend 
in searching out the solution. The FBI is given a more 
friendly description than generally found in the media 
today. 

A mysterious mark on Emily’s body is thoroughly 
investigated by Scarpetta and eventually leads to the 
rather horrifying solution to the crime. 

Comwell has previously written three other mys- 
teries featuring Scarpetta. This book goes more into 
the private life of the heroine and makes her seem 
more real. I have read all four of the novels and found 
them interesting. I look forward to Cornwell’s next 
volume. 

If you don’t like vivid descriptions of autopsies and 
dead bodies, don’t read these books. However, the 
scenes are extremely necessary to the stories. 

The Body Farm has been on the best seller list and 
can be found in the new book section at the Jordan 
Valley District Library. Other Cornwell books found 
in the fiction section: Postmortem (1990); All That 
Remains (1992); and Cruel and Unusual (1993).

Norwegians planted 
seeds for the future 


A century and a decade ago, stories of the huge 
tracts of lands ready for lumbering attracted young 
men to this area for jobs. The men came from 
many countries and often sought to settle where 
they could find people of their homeland near by. 

Thus, when one Norwegian pioneer — 

Henry Waagbo, decided to homestead near 

East Jordan in about 1883, other Norwegians soon 
followed and a community was born. By 1905 the 
settlement supported the Evangelical Lutheran 
church in East Jordan with services in the Norwe- 
gian tongue. 

Henry ventured here from Northport, the center 
of another Norwegian community. After a series of 
family tragedies, Henry's nephew Jacob followed to 
live on the original Waagbo homestead (the 
acreage was near the termination of the present 
Norwegian Rd.) while he cleared trees off land he 
had purchased nearby. 

In the fall of 1906, Jacob and his Norwegian wife 
Berthe moved into a log house on their own 
property, just inside Echo Township. !n 1912, the 
couple moved into a new frame house near the 
highway. 

In 1933, the house burned. The couple, by then 
with three daughters, moved a house they had built 
in town from its place on Erie Street to the founda- 
tion of the burned building. That house, occupied 
again after a few years of silence, is now the 
foundation of the Wagbo Peace Center.

farm programs 


Farm programs have a new requirement this year. Farm- 
crs may not earn crop program benefits without crop 
insurance. 

Beginning with this year’s crops, farmers must purchase 
at least the minimal, or lowest, level of crop insurance to be 
cligible for benefits from programs run by the former 
ASCS, or Agricultural Stabilization and Conservation Ser- 
vice. 

The new law also changed the name ASCS to CFSA, 
which stands for Consolidated Farm Service Agency. 
ASCS merged with the Federal Crop Insurance Corpora- 
tion also, which means that you can buy minimum crop 
insurance, or catastrophic crop insurance, from the new 
CFESA or from a private insurance agency, who can also 
provide additional coverage that is higher than the mini- 
mum. 

Insurable crops in Charlevoix County include: Com, 
Wheat, Barley, and Oats. The sales closing date for coop 
insurance is March 15. Call the applicable county office for 
more information. 

Programs or activities will be conducted on a nondis- 
criminatory basis without regard to race, color, religion, 
national origin, age, sex, marital status, or disability.

Anne, Martha and Olga Marie Wagbo 
were the well-educated, career-oriented 
daughters of one of East Jordan’s Nor- 
wegian pioneers, Jacob Wagbo. They 
never married, and two went off to live in 
cities like Chicago and Grand Rapids for 
most of their lives, while Anne, the el- 
dest, stayed in East Jordan, helping with 
the family farm and caring for her aging 
parents. 

The three sisters were very close de- 
spite the distances that separated them. 
They corresponded regularly and made 
decisions concerning the management 
of the property only after consulting 
each other. 

After Anne's death, Olga and Martha 
held on to the farm, 212 acres bordering 
M-66, including parts of Hogsback Hill, 
and the original Norwegian homesteader 
Henry Waagbo's (Jacob's uncle) prop- 
erty. They lived there off and on, and 
added improvements to their old family 
home. 

In 1989, after Olga’s death, Martha 
arranged in her will to leave the farm and 
acreage in trust to the Institute for Gio- 
bal Education in Grand Rapids, an orga- 
nization to which they both had been 
long-time members. It was the sisters’ 
wish that their home be used as a place 
for education and calm reflection on 
issues of peace, justice, non-violent con- 
flict resolution and responsible care of 
the environment. 

Thus Wagbo Peace Center was born, 
and the IGE began the search for ad- 
ministrators for the program. 

To Tracy and Rick Meisterheim, it 
seems as though all their previous ex- 
periences led them to become the pro- 
prictors of just this sort of establish- 
ment. As members of the Little 
Traverse League for Peace and Free- 
dom, they definitely had the right atti- 
tude. 

But how many couples could en- 
compass the necessary qualities and 
skills to: operate an organic farm 
through the principals of sustainable 
agriculture; build and repair structures, 
practice responsible forestry, manage 
a sugar bush; conduct job skill train- 
ing; develop cross-cultural programs 
for third world development; teach the 
skills of peaceful interaction; teach 
outdoor appreciation and sensitivity 
to the environment. 

It is an imposing job description, but 
Tracy, with her degrees and experi- 
ences in recreational administration 
and psychology, and Rick, with his 
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Striving for connections

mixed background in outdoor educa- 
tion, forestry, carpentry, music and 
farming fit the bill. 

Tracy explained that she and Rick 
had been trying to build the same type 
of program on their own, most re- 
cently in the Wolverine area. But they 
had no home base to build on, and no 
reliable source of funding. 

They were recommended to the IGE 
by friends in the Little Traverse 
League. A year ago in October they 
moved into the old house and rolled up 
their sleeves. 

“Our immediate need was to get the 
sugar shed built,” said Rick. With the 
Wagpbo estate in trust, only the interest 
was available to the Mcisterheims, 
providing their only source of income. 

With a mature sugar bush in place, 
maple symp was the quickest, most 
obvious means to an income. 

“It provided enough income for us 
to stay in the house,” said Tracy. They 
tapped 1,200 trees last year, and syrup 
sales helped them upgrade to 2,000 
taps for this coming spring. They also 
established a pumping system that 
collects the sap and pipes it to the 
sugar shed, making the job much less 
labor intensive. 

As proprictors, the Meisterheims 


took on the responsibility to make the

farm self-sustaining. They worked 
extensively at preparing a portion of 
the estate for future farming and pas- 
ture. Drainage and access roads were 
repaired. The barn, built early in the 
century, also needed major restora- 
tion. Now it once again houses work- 
ing draft horses as it did back then. 

The house, too, needed work, in- 
cluding insulation and repairs. 

The couple, energetic and motivated 
as they are, could not have accom- 
plished so much alone. Yet, Tracy 
said, they hardly had to ask for help. 
Many groups, hearing about the work 
at the center, have volunteered work 
bee days, helping the Meisterheims 
with a great deal of the physical im- 
provement of the estate. 

But physical work ‘s not all the 
couple have accomplished. They were 
approached by the Antrim County 
Probate Court soon after they arrived 
to provide foster care for some troubled 
youths. 

“We opened the door,” said Rick, 
“And the need has come to us.” 

They work with small groups as 
well as individuals from court refer- 
rals and from Mioheyyun Center in 
Mancelona, in both farming appren- 
ticeships and outdoor experiences.

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DDA presentation draws mixed response

The DDA board antici- 
pates the establishment of a 
Tax Increment Financing 
Authority to fund expenses. 
The board considers a TIFA 
the best of several options 
for financing the DDA (see 
box). 

“We've formed what we 
think is a pretty darn good 
DDA plan,” said Joseph. 


Combating negative percep- 
tions 

That plan has not come 
easily. Membership on the 
board of directors has 
changed a number of times 
since the DDA was estab- 
lished by city ordinance in 
December, 1993. On sev- 
eral occasions through the 
year, the board has not had 
a full complement of nine 
members. 

Concerms about the dis- 
trict boundaries have sur- 
faced many times and may 
still cause problems if not 
revised. Several residential 
property owners within the 
boundaries object to inclu- 
sion. Charlevoix County has 
voiced objections to the di- 
vision of individual proper- 
ties by the boundary lines. 

Joseph, an attorney, has 
said that in his research he 
found no statute prohibit- 
ing the boundaries as they 
exist, although legality is a 
question some DDA oppo- 
nents have put forth. 

“In accommodation of 


equalization, we may revise 
the boundaries,” said Joseph 
at a DDA meeting in No- 
vember. “But not because 
the boundaries are illegal.” 

City council member 
Brian Sweet, who says he 
supports the DDA in con- 
cept, has been outspoken on 
the boundary issue. He feels 
the boundaries should have 
been researched more thor- 
oughly before the council 
authorized the DDA in 
1993. 

Sweet would like to see 
the boundaries revised to 
exclude East Jordan Schools 
and include the complete 
East Jordan Iron Works 
property (only the office 
building is part of the dis- 
trict.) He also opposes in- 
cluding residential parcels. 

Any addition to the 
present boundaries requires 
written notification of all 
property owners within the 
district, as Well as a public 
hearing. Eliminating parcels 
from the district also re- 
quires a public hearing. 

Board members think the 
recent change in city super- 
intendent will make a dif- 
ference in their effective- 
ness. Frustration with the 
lack of response from the 
previous superintendent has 
added to difficulties in de- 
veloping the action plan. 

Some of the negative pub- 
lic perception the DDA 
board faces surfaced at the 
council presentation. Sev- 


eral business owners in the 
audience expressed con- 
cems about the effect the 
district will have on their 
interests. 

“J just want to know when 
Ican stop what is extremely 
detrimental to my business,” 
said Pam Draves, owner of 
Jordan Cleaning Center. 
Joseph invited her to attend 
DDA meetings to further 
discuss her concerns. 

Council member Ruth 
Gee told board members 
they should stress that the 
action plan is tentative. 

“I think it scares some 
people,” Gee said. She said 
the DDA plan, as well as a 
similar East Jordan Cham- 
ber of Commerce plan, 
seems to be overwhelming 
to many business owners 
and residents, who fear the 
cost and scope of the plans. 

“The plan should be char- 
acterized as a dream wish 
list,” Joseph replied. He 
noted the DDA intends to 
work with all other civic 
and municipal groups to 
prevent duplicity of effort. 

Chamber executive direc- 
tor Mary Faculak com- 
mented from the audience 
that surveys of the commu- 
nity have directed many of

the choices outlined in the 
plan. 

“This is not just a DDA 
dream list, butacommunity 
dream list,” said Faculak. 
“The chamber is working 
closely with businesses and 
the DDA to help make it 
happen.” 

“We should also recog- 
nize that not all these im- 
provements will be funded 
by a TIFA,” said Teske, cit- 
ing infrastructure projects 
would mainly be budgeted 


by the city and county. 

Joseph noted that council 
approval and a public hear- 
ing on the action plan are 
required before the DDA 
makes further progress. 
Even after the plan is ac- 
cepted, the council controls 
all individual projects 
through the budgeting pro- 
cess: 

“We're not out to pull a 
fast one,” Joseph told the 
audience. “We want your 
input and have sought it all 


along. We’re not meeting in 
secret, but to make positive 
improvements to the com- 
munity. This is a creative, 
broad-minded process with 
a vision of the future.” 


The DDA board invites 
visitors to attend its meet- 
ings at City Hall, every 
first and third Monday of 
the month, at 6:30 p.m. 
Comments, questions 
and concerns are wel- 
come.

Richard Joseph, 1994 board chair, explained that mu- 
nicipalities must approve a TIFA because the tax increase 
is taken from their coffers. If a property was assessed to pay 

$10,000 in 1994, then assessed to pay $15,000 in 1995, 
! $5,000 is the increase captured by the TIFA. The taxing 
{ bodies (school district, city, county) continue to receive 
their designated millage, but not the SEV increase. 

The DDA can also opt out of collecting, or refund any 
unneeded funds collected by the TIFA. 

“The increase in your taxes is going to occur any way,” 
said city council member Dan McKinnon. “A TIFA redi- 
rects your taxes to a specific fund.” 

Members of the board noted that capturing funds that go 
to the city and county in any case is part of the beauty of 
TIFA. 

“This is part of the city, after all,” said this year’s board 
chair Sharon Jackson. 

Board member Tom Teske observed that both Charlevoix 
and Boyne City DDAs are operating on a TIPFA.
